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1, nvi-CGoumuunist guerrillas in Kuangsl are made up of the following elements: 


&. Remnants cf former Nationalist armies and peace preservation units of various 
hsien and ch'i (districts), including hgien police units, self-defense unite, 
end border guards, 


b, TIandlords and other farmers. 


6c, Former Nationalist military and civilian persomel, reservists, ani intel- 
iectuals, 


ad. Tocal bandits and secret society membars. 


2, After the defeat of the Netionalist Central China Command in South Rwangst, the 
1 Army Group under HUANG Chigh ( / ) and some Kwangsi natives in the 10 
Army Group succeeded in withdrawing into Indochina. Over 15C,)006 men of the 
Nationalist 7, 46, 48, and 56 Armies, all natives of Kwangei, and Nationelist 
irregulars of the five military administrative districts remained in Kwangsi. 
Some were captured by the Comaunists, but most retained their arms and slipped 
away to their homes or followed Nationalist officers to remote and mountain 
country to form resistance groups, local. irregulars of various hsien preserved 
their strength in some untainous regions because Communist forces were unable 
te reach them and bring them under cortre]l, Among the Natiomelist troovs which 
fled to Yaoshan (109~ , 23— ) were a regiment of the 7 Army, two regiments of 
the 46 Army, and s regiment of the 56 Army, ell at between 60 to 90 percent nor~ 
mal strength, Other troops assembled at Shihventashen (LOS- . 22— ) and on 
the Kvangsi-Indochina border. 


3, Ruthless Communist control measures in Kwangsl drove many landlords and farness 
to establish clandestine connections with the guerrillas and eventually to join 
them, Local intellectuals and leading citisens, under threat of being branded 
"eneny agents" for their non-Communist ideology, also joirc? anti-Cgmunist 
units, as did members of secret societies who came under strict controls, Local 
bandits also attached themselves to guerrillas after the Communist conquest. 
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Guerrille organization passed through several stages, The first, from Decembar 

1949 to Moreh 1950, saw uncoordinated attacks by Nationalist remnants and local 

irrepulars against Communist personnel and communications and supplies. Some of 
these elements wert over to the Commumists or vere brought under their control, 

but many never surrendered. Groups which remained intact included:

From April to June 1950, the Communist authorities in Kuangsi coordinated their 
nopping-up operations against the suerrillas with the Communist "Reorganization 
Goumittee.* The guerrilla units, which had previously been uncoordinated and 
had operated independently, sent representatives to Hong Kong » where a guerrilla 
command was being formed. Intergroup liaison was arranged in Kwangsi. Before 
mid-June 1950, 45 guerrilla units aggregating over 100,000 men were in coordina-~- 
tion with one another. After the Korean war began, Kwangsi guerrillas were able 
to develop still more, seining gradual control of the areas surrounding Liuchon, 
Nauning, Wuchou, and Pais They disrupted land and water communications, da- 
stroyed Peasants! Associations ; Killed Communist officials, and captured Communist 
food suppliea. 


By October 1950, guerrilla units in Kwengsi ineluded the following:

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‘’e Between November 1950 and February 1951, the Communists sent over 100,000 reguler 
“woons and additional militia into Kvangei for all-out moppine-up canpaions 
against the euerriilas. Operations reached their climax in Januery and iepruary 
1951, simultaneously with the iarge-seale arrests and executions of "Kuomintang 
agenta" and former Mationalist military and goverment personnel, In the anti~ 
guerrilla campaigns, the guerrillas sufferca heavy losses, aince their commend 
was not well unified and they were short of supplies, They were mostly, in lete 
Pebruary, spread out according to pian out of the reach of the main Communist 
attack waiting to strike effectively at Communist forces and to receive supplies 
and equipment,

&. Establishment of communications networks: The guerrillas feel that signal 

communications are necessary because of the strict Communist controls, 

Most of their signal supplies have been lost or damaged, however, and the 
two radio sets remaining in the Yaoshan area require repairs and parts. For 
signal connections, the guerrillas plan radios at Liuchou, Wuchou, Kweilin, 
Nanning, Iungehou, and Paise, within the cities if that is feasible but 
otherwise at the nearest guerrilla base, Until the radio network can be 
inplemented, communication is to be maintained by couriers operating through 
these stations. 


b, Unification and streamlining of designations of guerrilla units: Vardous 
Kvongsi uriits are mown ag armies or eolumns or detachments, withovt clear 
indication of their connections 3 the only common term in these titles ig 
"Anti-Conumunist National Salvation, « These designations should be eoordi-~ 
nated, : 


Cc. Breeking up of units into squads and platoons to facilitate operations: The 
intensive Communist anti~guerrilla campaign brought an overwhelming force 
into Kwangsi, with all guerrilla eress surrounded, every crossroad guarded, 
and troops in every Village. Small Communist contingents are sent out on 
four to six day expeditions against the guerrillas, To counter these re- 
straints, the guorrillas should be organized in small groups of not more 
then twenty men, for increased mobility. 


d, Development of principles of organization and combat: In order to preserve 
thelr strength and at the seme tine expand their activities, the guerrillas 
should seek cover by working on farms or in business anong the populace, 
Loyal officers should be assigned for liaison clandestinely from the command 
but, for the sake of security, there should be no lateral commmication, 
Liaison officers should commit guerrillas to conbat operations only at the 
most opportune moment and then should assenble then secretly for a raid and 
disperse them to their original positions immediately after the mission, 


@, Principles of combat: ‘The following are suitable for guerrilla activities: 
(1) Avoid the eneny's strength and strike at his weakness, 
(2) Raid larger groups of onenies but outnumber the onemy in single combat. 
(3) Ambush, raid, and Gisrupt communications. 


(4) Wrest the initiative fron the enemy, spread away from eneny concentration, 
and counter enemy strength in cities with guerrillas in rural areas, 


(5) Make quick attacks on exterior Lines but fight long defense battles on 
interior lines,

(7) Don't he distracted while fighting; take no chances while attacking: 
withdray from an engagement without running; and on the 2ofensive 
avoid conventional tactics, 


€, Establishment of bases: In Yaoshan, Linvantashan (109~59, 22-38), Shihvan.. 
tashan, and Kuposhan on the lunan-Kyvengsi border s end in the mountainous 
regions of the Kweichow-Yunnan-Kwangsi border and along the Kweichow--Kwangsi 
border of the Temingshan (103~ , 23- ), some major bases should be strength— 
ened and those destroyed should be rebuilt. Secret bases to serve as alter~ 
nate bases should be ostablished in remote vantage points not under effective 
Communist control, 


. Training of troops: Guerrilla troops must be trained constently to study 
Communist tacties and work out counter~measures and to improve morale and 
combat techniques, If possible, there should be training in handling veanons. 
Each man should be trained for sturdiness and endurance . 


bh, Arms, ammunition, and medical supplies: Guerrillas have secured some of 
the supplies they recuire from raids on Communists, but they should also, 
for real effectiveness, receive outside aid, 


i. Inprovement of the over-all command: Tasentiel persomel for operations 
and Organization should be placed in sufficient numbers in the departnants 
of the over-all command for Kwangsi to make it as effective as pessible. 

je Establishment of a main linison office at Hong Kong: A special cormissionc: 
at Hong Kong is needed to maintain centacts and exchange information reqnire4 
for the guerrilla command in Kwangsi. Such a position snouid preferanly be 
agreed to in advance by the Hong Kong goverment, 
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
